mayor. It was Bass’ first official 
duty as acting mayor. 

“Bossy’s” supporters claim the may- 
or’s clashes with the law have only 
heightened his popularity and, should 
he run for a second term, he would 
sweep the city with a big majority. 
His opponent, on the other hand, de- 
clares he escaped too easily and 
threatens impeachment proceedings 
against him. 

But, as the matter stands now,

DEFANT INDIAN MET | 
ENOUNGES FRANCHISE 


Six Chiefs and 400 Braves 
Hold Big Pow-Wow 


in Nevada. 


Winnamucca, Nev., October 5.—(#) 
A declaration of “non-cooperation 
against polticians,” akin in its as 
serted intent to the non-cooperation 
movement fostered by Mohandas K. 
Gandhi in India, has been made by a 
large group of western Indians, who 
renounced the right of franchise in a 
defiant pow-wow concluded at Fort 
McDermott yesterday. 


Up in arms at their. alleged “97 
years of ruthless exploitation by bu- 
reau agents,” and asserted failure of 
the government to observe Indian 
treaties, six chieftains and 400 In- 
dians, said to represent every tribe 
in southern Idaho, western Utah, 
northwestern Nevada, northern Cali- 
fornia and southern Oregon, signed a 
pact vowing defiance of Indian agents 
and asserting they were “not going to 
vote for the paleface government any 
morte.” 

The. tribesmen decried what they 
called “forcing of meaningless citizen- 
ship and voting” upon them, and de- 
clared they would lose all rights of 
protest if they continued to vote. 

“We are going to get our rights, 
even if we have to fight,” a resolu- 
tion stated. 

The Indians agreed to turn their 
backs “upon twenty-dollar bills and 
hugs and kisses which the candidates 
like to give up.” 

The council at which the action 
was taken was said to have been call- 
ed as the outgrowth of alleged failure 
of the government to keep treaties 
made years ago. 

The resolutions asked that the gov- 
ernment sen dto the chieftains copies 
of all bills for clothing, food and 
medicine sent to the agencies involved 
and set forth that the Indians here 
after would “ignore gand defy”

A correspondent says she wishes to 
thank me most sincerely for the infor- 
mation I sent her about the extermi- 
nation of cockroaches. “I cannot find 
a single one now, and I am so grate- 
ul,” she says— 

Well, 1 believe the lady is sincere, 
at that. But she feels so gratetul for | 
the secret of getting rid of the rouchies , 
that she wonders if 1 can send more! 
information, this time on how to get | 
rid of bedbugs. | 

I blush to confess that I am a shade ! 
less good on bedbugs than I am on) 
cockroaches. I have a surprisingly 
thick stack of testimonials from read- 
ers who have used my ammunition 
against cockroaches. These guests are 
quite intelligent and they know when 
they re whipped. If the host once 
manages to impress upon them that he 
is weary of their company, they have 
the grace to gather up their things 
and clear out. And when they go 
they're gone for a while. Not so with 
bedbugs. These guests do not appre- 
ciate hospitality at all. They are cal- 
lous toward the host's feelings and | 
ignore his hints that he will be so 
lonely after they have departed. | 
Moreover, bedbugs evince a supreme 
contempt for the ethics or rules of the 
game. Vividly 1 recall how a distin- 
guished bedbug came to us once at a 
time when we had not been entertain- 
ing all winter. I kad been in the 
country “on a case.” I had left a sur- 
gical gown there, and the people had 
neatly laundered it for me. When I

Sofia, Bulgaria, October 5.—()— 
Bitter feuds among .opposing factions 
of the Macedonian revolutionists are 
becoming fiercer and fiercer and as- 
sasinations are reported daily. 

The latest news, more sanguinary 
than ever, was received from Kusten- | 
jil stating that 28 followers of the 
recently assassinated comitadji leader, 
General Alex Protogueroff, including 
General Barbunski were hanged in a 
forest just outside of the town a few 
days ago by their rival Macedonian 
group. This latter group was said to 
be followers of Ivan Michailoff, leader 
of the Macedonian autonomous fac- 
tion. 

The feud among the Macedonian 
revolutionary organizations goes back 
to 1924 when the leaders split on the 
question of absolute autonomy for 
Macedonia or the incorporation of the 
area of Macedonia, now divided among 
Jugoslavia, Greece and Bulgaria, as 
a federal state in one of them, pre- 
sumably Jugoslavia. which rules the 
greater part of the historic district. 

General Protogueroff, leader of the 
federalist group was assassinated in 
Sofia on July 7. His death was the 
signal for the flaming out of reprisals 
among the various factions and on 
August 26 reports were received of 
the massacre of fifteen Protogueroff 
followers in a mountain pass near 
Philippovo.
